The Outlook is not particularly 
an apologist for nor a defender of 
Mr. Pugh's course. It will make a 
few remarks in that connection as 
it has a friendly feeling for him, 
because he liar, unsolicited, sub- 
scribed and paid for our paper for 
some years, has kindly remembered 
it in disposing of public documents, 
etc.; and beeause he has made a 
conservative, working member of 
the National Legislature and one 
who, we believe, would have gone to 
the limit in performing any service 
at the Capital consistent with his 
duty, for us or any other constitu 
ent, however EMMS* or ot whatev- 
er party. Apart from pirtisan pol- 
itics we believe he has been as ca- 
pable and useful a member as the 
district has had in a long lime or 
is lik.ly to have. Showy, brilliant 
he is not. There are always enough 
eloquent spoiiters to do the orna- 
mental pan of Ihe sessions of the 
House. There must »Wo be a suf- 
ficiency of quiet, earnest, thought- 
ful workers to do the necessary 
by I business of the nation. Much of 
"s| this business is drudgerj', but its 
proper accomplishment is infinitely 
more valuable to the nation than 
frequent exhibitions of florid rhet- 
oric, that is too often when critic- 
ally examined found to be the ver- 
iest gaudy tinsel and sham mag- 
nificence of thought. Mr. Pugh we 
take to be one of these unostenta- 
tious workers. 

Judged impartially it will be 
found that Mr. Pugh has always 
been consistently nnd 6trongly Re- 
publican. The party's economic 
policy he has stanchly upheld by 
working and voting for the enact- 
ment of the Dingley bill. The 
Outlook owes him no thanks for 
that, because the Dingley law is 
odious to it. But the Dingley law 
: * the very choicest crystalization c f 
Republicanism. Again, Mr. Pugh 
has loyally supported the Republi- 
can financial policy and is a sound- 
money man who supports the par- 
ty's action with all due fenlty. In 
every other respect he has shown 
himself a Republican of the old re- 
liable sort, and his fellow-Republi- 
cans can find no flaw In his record 
of Republicanism. 

Regarding his plan of giving over 
the selection of candidates for post- 
master to the County Committees 
it does seem a nearer approach to 
leaving the people to select their 
officers than if he had himself se- 
lected his own partisan supporters 
for the places. The hue and cry 
that has been raised against him 
seems more the vent of disappoint- 
ment than rational criticism of a 
plan whose fairness or wisdom was 
questioned. The Committee is the 
party's servant. If it doesn't make 
proper selections it should be held 
responsible, and not Mr. Pugh, who 
derives no benefit nor gains no per- 
sonal supporters through its action.

And what wonder, in this 
day when we have a book revealing 
Aaron BOUT as a pattern of virtue, and 
this day when we uncover a statue of 
(ieorge Sand as the lioncfaetross of 
literature, and in this day w hen there 
are lietravals of Christ on the part of 
some of llis pretended apnstl -s— a be- 
trayal so black that it makes the in- 
famy- of Judas lscariot while! Yet 
this man by his ow n hand hung up 
for the execration for all ages, Judas 
lscariot. 

All the good meu and women of the 
Ilible left to Cod the decision of their 
earthly terminus, and they could have 
said with Job, who had a right to com- 



arrested. I shall show you before I 
get through that suicide is the worst 
of all crimes, and I shall lift a warn- 
ing unmistakable. Itut in the early- 
part of this sermon I wish to 
admit that some of the best 
Christians that have ever lived 
have committed self-destruetion, but 
always iu ilemeutia. and not respon- 
sible. 1 have uo more doubt about 
their eternal felicity than I hare of 
the Christian who dies in his bed in 
the delirium of typhoid fever. While 
the shock of the catastrophe is very 
great. I charge all those w ho have had 
Christian friends under cerebral aber- 
ration step off the boundaries of this 
life to have no doubt about their hap- 
piness. The dear lyor.l took them 
right out of their dazed and frenzied 
state into perfect safety. How Christ 
feels toward the insane you may 
know from the way he treated the de- 
moniac of Ca.lara and the child luna- 
tic, and the potency with which he 
hushed tempest cither of *ea or brain. 

Scotland, the land prolific of intel- 
lectual giants, had none grander than 
Hugh Miller, (irvat for science and 
great for laoff, lie was an elder in St. 
John**, Presbyterian church. He came 
of the boot Highland blood and was a 
descendant of Donald Bag, n man emi- 
nent for piety and the- ram gift of sec- 
ond sight. His attainments, climbing 
up as he did from the quarry and the 
wall of the stonemason, drew forth the 
astonish,',; admiration of Ituckiand and 
M iirehison, the scientists, and Dr. 
Cnalmers, the theologian, and held uni- 
versities spellbound while he told them 
the story of what he bad Banal of (iod 
in "The Obi Hot Saudstoae." That 
man did more than any other being 
that ever lived to show that the (iod of 
the hills is the Cod of the Ilible, and 
be struck his tuning fork on the rocks 
of Cromarty until lie brought geology 
and theology accordant in divine wor- 
ship. His two books entitled "Foot- 
prints of the Creator" and "The 
Testimony of the Uoek-s." pro- 
claimed the banns of an everlast- 
ing marriage lietween genuine science 
nnd revelation. On this latter book 
he toiled day and night, through lore 
of nature ami lore of Cod, until he 
could not sleep and his brain gave 
way. and he was found dead with a re- 
volver by his side, the cruel instru- 
ment having had two bullets— one for 
him and the other for the gunsmith, 
w ho at the coroner's inquest was ex- 
amining it and fell dead. Have you 
any doubt of the beatification of Hugh 
Miller after his hot brain had ceased 
throbbing that winter night in his 
study at I'ortoliello? Among the 
mightiest of earth, among the might- 
iest of Heaven. 

No one ever doubted the piety of 
William (owner, the author of those 
tim e great hymns, "O, Kor a Closer 
Walk With Col," "What Y'arious 
Hindrances We Meet." "There is a 
Fountain Filled W ith lllooii" —William 
Cow per, who shares w ith Isaac Watts 
and Charles Wesley the chief honors 
of Christian hymnology. In hypo- 
chondria lie resolved to take his own 
life, and rode to the river Thames, but 
found a man seated on some goods at 
that very point from which he expect- 
ed to spring, and rode back to his 
home, and that night thr.-w himself 
upon ids own knife, but the blade 
trokc; ami then he hanged himself to 
the Bailing, but the ro|X! broke. No 



for the crime whioh PaTfi iU"lT>e text m^t suicide if any man ever had, what 



with bis destroyed pro|>erty and his 
body all aflame with insufferable car- 
buncles, and everything gone from his 
home except the chief curse of it, a 
pestiferous wife and four garrulous 
people pelting him with comfortless 
talk, while be sits on a heap of ashes 
scratching his scabs with a piece of 
broken pottery, yet crying out in 
triumph: "All the davs of mv ap- 
pointed time w ill I wait till iuyehan?e 
conies. " 

Notwithstanding the Ilible is against 
this evil, and the av, raioll 
it creates by the loath- 
ghastly spectacle of 
those who have hurled themselves 
out of life, and notwithstanding Chris- 
tianity is against it and the arguments 
and the useful lives and the illustrious 
deaths of its disciples, it is a fact 
alarmingly patent that suicide is on 
tin' increase. What is the cause? 1 
charge utiou infidelity naff agnosticism 
this whole thing, if there bo no here- 
after, or if that hereafter In- blissful 
without reference to how we 
live and how we die, why 
not move back the folding doors 
Between this world and the next? 
Ami when onr existence here liecoincs 
troublesome why- not pass right over 
into Klysiuin? Put this down among 
your most solemn reflections. There 
has never been a case of suicide where 
the operator was not either demented, 
and therefore irresponsible, or an in- 
i fidel. 1 challenge all the ages and I 
I challenge the universe. There has 
j never been a case of self-dcst ruction 
while in full appreciation of bis im- 
mortality and of the fact that that im- 
mortality would lie glorious or w retch- 
ed according as he accepted Je*u* Christ 
or rejected Him. 

Y'ou say it is a business trouble, or 
you say it is electrical currents, or it 
is this or it is that, or it is the oilier 
thing. Why not go eiear back, my 
friend, and acknowledge that in every 
ease it is the alxiication of reason or 
the teaching of intidelitv, whi.-h prac- 
tically says: "If you don't like this 
life get out of it, and you will land 
either in annihilation, where there arc 
no notes to pay, no persecutions to 
suffer, uo gout to torment, or you will 
land where there will be everything 
glorious and nothing to pay for it." 
Infidelity has alway s been apologetic 
for -elf-iinniolatiori. After Tom 
Paine's "Age of Reason' was pub- 
lished and w idely read there was n 
marked increase of self-slaughter. 

A man in Loudon heard Mr. Owen 
deliver his iufidcl leeture on socialism, 
und went home, sat down, anil wrote 
these words: Jesus Christ is one of 
the weakest characters in history, and 
the Ilible is the greatest possible de- 
ception," and then shot himself. 
David Hume wrote these words: "It 
would be no crime for me to divert the 
Nile or the Dauube from its natural 
lied. Where, then, can lie the crime 
in my diverting a few drops of blood 
from their ordinary channel?" And 
having writton the essay he loaned it 
to a friend, the friend read it, wrote a 
letter of thauks and admiration and 
shot himself. Appendix to the same 
book. 

Rousseau, Voltaire, Cibhon, Mon- 
taigne, were apologetic for self-i inmo- 
lalion. Infidelity puts up no bar to 
people rushing out from this world 
into the next. They leach us it does 
not make anv difference how you live
